In accordance with action taken by 
delegates at the conference of the 
First District of the A. F. of M., we 
are mailing your Local charts con- 
taining price lists that have been 
adopted by Locals in the First Dis- 
trict. 

The object of these charts are for 
the purpose of acquainting the mem- 
bers with the prices now in force in 
the different Locals, thus enabling 
them at a glance when figuring on 
business outside their jurisdiction to 
submit the correct price without de- 
lay, however the principal intent of 
issuing the chart is to show the mem- 
bers the vast difference in prices for 
the same class of work. The dele-

compare the prices and see for them-, 


selves how ridiculously low some of 
them are, it would be an incentive to 
gradually increase the lower prices 
so as to bring them somewhere near 
a universal price for the whole dist 
trict. 

This same scheme was tried a few 
years ago relative to the dance busi- 
ness and has resulted in establishing 
a minimum price of $4.00 till 12:00 
o’clock, and $1.00 per hour thereafter. 

There is no doubt the same result 
can be obtained in the brass band 
price, and it is hoped that when the 
Locals take up the revision of their 
price lists this chart will be referred 
to and they will be guided by the 
same. 

NOTE.—The committee was un- 
able to procure price lists from all 
the Locals of the district, but have 
given them space in which to mark 
their prices. If the prices have been 
changed in Locals since the issuance 
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of the chart, paste the change in the 
proper space and notify all other Lo- 
cals to do so likewise.

Local No. 143, of Worcester, Mass., 
will give a “Sacred Concert” on Sun- 
day, April 18, 1915, at Poli’s Theatre, 
with a band of 150 local musicians, 
for the benefit of the Worcester Mu- 


The conductor will be Emil Mollen- 
hauer, of Boston; the soloists, Miss 
soprano; Mr. Salva- 
tore Giordano, tenor, and Miss Irma 
Seydel, violinist. A local paper has 
something more to say about the con- 
cert, which is appended: 


Emil Mollenhauer, a younger member of a 
distinguished family of musicians, who will 
conduct the grand sacred concert to be given 
by the Worcester musicians at Poli’s Theatre, 
April 18, was born in New York. 

From childhood he was subjected to the se- 
verest discipline in the study of the violin 








and pianoforte. Under such conditions and in 
a musical environment, it is little wonder that 
the progress of such a richly endowed youth 
should have been phenomenal. 

His ability as a pianist and violinist soon 
attracted the attention of New York’s then 
most prominent musician, Theodore Thomas, 
who invited the boy of 15 to occupy a position 
as first violin in his noted orchestra. 

He was later for several years one of the 
first violins in the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra under William Geucke. The mastery of 
orchestral routine thus acquired stood him in 
good stead when Jater he became the conduc- 
tor of the Boston festival orchestra, whose 
efficiency may be almost entirely attributed to 
him. 

In that position he soon displayed the quali- 
ties of a great conductor. Rigid in his disci- 
pline, exact in» his musical scholarship, sym- 
pathetic in his attitude toward the solo artist, 
full of fire and enthusiasm, yet always self- 
possessed and consistent in interpretation, by 
reason of this rare combination he has placed 
himself in a position where he may claim to 
be the peer of the greatest conductors. 

As conductor of the greatest choral organ- 
ization in America, the Handel and Haydn 
Society of Boston, he has shown himself to be 
an equally great choral conductor. His marked 
success as conductor of musical festivals 
throughout the United States has made his 
name known to all people in America inter- 
ested in music. 

The committee deems itself fortunate in se- 
curing a man of Mr. Mollenhauer’s calibre as 
conductor this year. 

The concerts of the association have steadily 
increased im quality until the anual affair of 
the Worcester musicians’ association has ac- 
quired a reputation second to none in the 
United States. It is the aim of the musicians 
to bring to Worcester the best talent available 
for these concerts. 

In offering Miss Evelyn Parnell as the so- 
prano soloist, Miss Irma Seydel, violinist, and 
Salvatore Giordano, tenor, the committee has 
secured a trio of artists whose reputations are 
not only established in America, but the great 
musical centres of Europe as well.

OBITUARY. 





Adolf Willhartitz. 
Adolf Willhartitz, one of the pio- 
neer musicians of Los Angeles, a 
kindly, fatherly spirit, loved and re- 
spected by all who knew him, passed 
away in the early morning hours of 
Tuesday, January 12, 1915, at the Ger- 
man Hospital, Los Angeles, of which 
institution, incidentally, he was a 
founder. ‘ He was a man keenly inter- 
ested in the welfare of his fellow men 
and especially of his professional con- 
freres, and one who, even to the last 
moments of his nearly eighty years 
of life, was enthusiastically alive to 
the artistic interests of his adopted 


city. 

Mr. Willhartitz ever led an active 
life. and possessed an_ interesting, 
eventful history. Born in Prague, 
Bohemia, June -6, 1836, his musical 


talent showed itself at such an early 
age that he was placed in the Prosch 
piano school when he was four-and- 
one-half years old; at nine he toured 
Italy and France as a piano prodigy. 
He was -brought to America in his 
twelfth year and continued his musi- 
cal studies in Milwaukee. Later, af- 
ter teaching and directing band and 
orchestra in Wisconsin, he located in 
St. Louis, where he became conductor 
of the German Opera and director of 
a number of choral societies, in addi- 
tion to serving as organist and choir 
director and assuming a leading po- 
sition as a teacher of piano. 





Adolf. Willhartitz 


On the breaking out of the Civil 
war, Mr. Willhartitz enlisted as a 
private in the Second Missouri Vol- 
unteer Infantry, soon thereafter being 
enrolled in the Sixth Missouri, Com- 
pany A. He served throughout the 
war, being successively promoted to 
second lieutenant, first lieutenant, cap- 
tain, major, and aide de camp. He 
served on the staff of all the com- 
manders of the Department of Mis- 
souri and was honorably discharged 
Nov. 27, 1865. He returned to St. 
Louis after the war and resumed his 
professional activities. He was six 
years teacher in the Missouri School 
for the Blind and in 1873 was repre- 
sentative educator of the blind from 
this part of the world to the World’s 
Congress of 1873, in Vienna. 

Mr. Willhartitz came to Los Ange- 
les about thirty years ago and be- 
came an active, forceful figure in pio- 
neering the development of music 
here. He was the first director of 
the Philharmonic orchestra, the fore- 
runner of the Los Angeles Symphony 
orchestra, was one of the founders 
of the Musicians’ Protective Union 
and an honorary member of the Los 
Angeles division, Local No. 47. He 
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man-American.~ society. and-of- the 
German Hospital association. 

When the now famous Gamut Club 
was organized, about ten years ago, 
Mr. Willhartitz, because of his per- 
sonal geniality and the universal es- 
teein in which he was held by his 
professional confreres, was elected 
its president, and at the tonclusion 
of his several years’ successful occu- 
pation of this office was elected pre- 
sident emeritus of the organization. 
While his later friends and acquain- 
tances knew Mr. Willhartitz, profes- 
sionally, as a teacher of piano, he 
nevertheless composed much music 
and wrote much pertaining to music. 
In his later years he did a prodig- 
ious amount of work towards com- 
piling an encyclopedia of music. Pri- 
or to comign West he wrote the in- 
cidental music to many German dra- 
matic. productions, some of which is 
still being used in Germany. So 
modest and unobtrusive was this 
well-loved musician that the real ca- 
pacity of the man was not realized 
by those not in closest personal touch 
with him. He also wrote a number 
of operatic works, also songs and 
piano music. 

The obsequies were held at the Ga- 
mut Club, a large attendance of club 
members and others of the deceased’s 
friends being present at the beauti- 
ful and impressive ceremonies. The 
“Pilgrim’s Chorus” was sung by thir- 
ty-five members of the. Gamut Club, 
followed by reading from the Scrip- 
tures and a beautiful eulogy by Rev. 
William Horace Day. Charles Far-| 
well Edson read a tribute to the mem- 
ory of the deceased, “An Apprecia- 
tion—Just a Musician,” after which 
Carl Bronson read the following 
poem of his own writing: 


Not in garlands that we bring, 

Nor in requiems we sing, 

Is our deepest loss exprest. 

’Tis in deeds his hands have wrought, 
And in sympathy of thought, 

’Tis for these we love him best. 


Better than our loyal praise, 
Higher than the shafts we raise, 
Are his virtues we recall. 
More enduring than his fame, 
More immortal than his name, 
Is the love we shared with all.

MUNICIPAL FREE CONCERTS. 


This is a subject well worthy of the best thought and 
effort of the members of the A. F. of M. At first glance 
it may seem like an unimportant factor in the welfare of 
the community, or not to be considered among the hetero- 
geneous collection of musical possibilities whereby the 
musician earns his small stipend called a living, but as 
we go into the possibilities of it and the great field it 
opens for public good, and the material gain for musi- 
cians, we wonder we ever passed it up so lightly, or 
looked upon it so carelessly, as one of the summer hap- 
penings that come, like the Fourth of July, without any 
assistance from us, but we accept it when it comes. 

What would the Fourth be without the energetic dis- 
play of loyalty and long preparation and joyful anticipa- 
tion on the part of the people? It would be just a day 
off the calendar, ao special significance, as like all others, 
and by our display of energy and the amount of work we 
put in promoting them, just so much is our after joy 
measured by the addition to our bank roll. In speaking 
of it as a material gain, we musicians are the ones who 
reap that benefit, and we reap as we sow. If we take 
hold and work and impress it upon our law makers, who 
make appropriations for public good also, the necessity 
of these concerts, and convince them of the demand for 
entertainment by the public, we get the solid gain, the 
public the ethereal. 

The'city and town governments have the power to ap- 
propriate money for music and give scores of concerts 
throughout the summer. There is nothing revolutionary 
about the proposition ; too little attention is paid to public 
entertainment for the- working people. The reason the 
average youth tarries to hear the anarchistic. orator on 
the street corner is because he has nowhere else to go. 
Place a fine band near, in a park or public square, and the 
orator loses his audience. 

Ancient Rome controlled its unruly mobs by provid- 
ing at the public expense carnivals, public celebrations. 
Modern Europe, before the’ war, operated municipal 
opera houses, orchestras, and theatres where the people 
could go at little cost, and for those who are penniless 
there are army bands playing every day in the public 
parks. 

America has its working classes who earn so little 
they cannot afford any amusements; their situation is 
just as bad as their counterparts in Europe, for, if wages 
are higher here than there, so are prices. These people 
grumble at the high cost of food and clothes, but they 
grumble loudest because, after they have procured the

necessities thy haven’t any money left for amusements. 





They are entitled to entertainment; they labor faithfully 
and the municipality should provide the pleasures a 
wrong economic system denies them. 

Our big taxpayers stand in the way of such innova- 
tions. Grown wealthy upon the system which impov- 
erishes the multitude, they grudge the small increase in 
their taxes which would make their working people con- 
tented. Thousands of dollars are expended on park roads 
for the use of automobiles; people who could well afford 
to ride all over the country demand these smooth-as- 
marble roads at government expense for their own use. 
These roads are of no benefit to the hard worker and his 
family. The parks are beautified, made larger (and signs 
to keep off the grass). These are all fine, but what is 
there to attract the working man and his family into 
them after a week’s hard labor. Spend thousands for 
parks and then not one cent to draw the people into 
them, only the autoist who could go elsewhere is all this 
spent for, and for the false pride of saying to others: 
“See our beautiful park system.” 

I am speaking now of large cities. Here in Boston is 
one of the largest and most beautiful park systems in the 
world, mile upon mile of sand-papered roadway ; for years 
not a band even played in any portion of it. But the one 
class of business which musicians can create was there. 
As a rule musicians can only hustle for what is already, 
but in municipal concerts it lies with them; they can 
create here, and that is the purpose of this writing. 

As an example, let me cite the work of Local No. 9, 
of Boston. From nothing a year to $30,000 on metro- 
politan parks, and from $5,000 to $25,000 on city concerts, 
was the work of musicians, the bulk of the work being 
done by a select few who today are forgotten, and we 
give the credit to the “Musicians.” Nevertheless, it was 
accomplished by work. We first passed motions regard- 
ing the expenditure of our own money. This is a long 
story, but the Local agreed to spend what the President 
and Board felt proper. We have spent $1,000, and re- 
ceived in return almost $50,000. Members were given 
petitions to have signed, demanding concerts in their dis- 
trict. Each man must secure a thousand names if pos- 


sible; these in turn presented to Legislature and com. 


mittees. Wards followed closely. Our own men were 
boosted into the Legislature, not by us, but their own 
hard work. Some of us chose the State House to con- 
duct our fight ; we engaged lawyers, put our argument in 
good form to present; attended committee hearings on 
bills, saw to it that people were there to speak when the 
bill cam. up, buttonholed each representz ive, showed the 
list of names from his district. The bills passed. Slowly 
they were raised from $5,000 to $25,000. This year we 
are out for a $50,000 appropriation and we are going to 
get it. Our Local is going to spend some money to help 
us work and a few of us will do all the work. The idea 
was originated by Ed Tracy, not a professional musician, 
but nevertheless an enthusiastic musician filling many 
good positions when he can get away from his own busi- 
ness. He isa member of Local No.9. To him is due the 
credit of first starting the ball to roll, and by his own 
personal efforts gave it the first push from $5,000 to 
$10,000 ; then others took hold, and now all the Locals are 
at it, and I must say it is growing better, and we have 
created some husiness for ourselves—$50,000 worth—but 
double that is our aim. 

That musicians can do it, let me cite an instance where 
one year the bill was almost lost, ready for the waste 
basket, when two of us appeared at the State House, 
fought it out, had the bill reconsidered ; one of our mem- 
bers, Bro. J. T. Kenney, was in the Legislature. He 
helped out ; result—the bill was saved, increase made, and 
the Governor of the State presented me with the pen he 
signed the pasage of the bill with, with a complimentary 
letter from the Secretaory of State, who once berated us. 

These, of course, were large deals; but even the small- 
est Local can get its city or town to appropriate some- 
thing if they will work at it. You will be turned down 
and passed by at first, but your claim for the people is a 
just and commensurate one, and by “sticktoitiveness” 
you can acocmplish, your end, and if every Local did se- 
cure a fund, what an enormous total it would be for the 
A. F. of M. pockets that they created themselves by a 
just demand. It is true we are working for our own end, 
but we have the public with us. If a bill is before the 
State or city relating to dentists, who is it interest them- 
selves, the barbers? No; the dentists. If it relates to 
police or firemen, who interest themselves? Why, the 
police and firemen. If it is a bill for music, who interest 
themselves, the musicians? No. They lay back and 
wait for it to hatch itself. 

Wake up, brothers, get into the harness. Help out 
the men who will work. Spend one month chasing the 
Council, Senate and Representative, and get a taste of 
the hard work some have done months each year, and 
then feel proud of the beneficial results. You will get no 
personal credit, and may perhaps be berated for your in- 
terfering activity, but the knowledge of help to a brother 
musician and his family is enough satisfaction to any fair 
man. 

I know every large Local has its corps of workers, and 
if this letter will make others get out and hustle when it 
is musicians’ interests at stake, I will feel well repaid for 
time scribbling this effusion.

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RURAL TYRANNY. 


In every State of the 48 that comprise these United 
States of America, there are some cities classed above 
the town or villages, but in every one of the States the 
rural population far outnumbers that of the cities, con- 
sequently in all the State Legislatures the rural influence 
predominates result, in nearly all cases legislation is 
adopted forcing the cities to adapt themselves to the 
primodial conditions that prevail in these villages. 

In nearly all the States the right of self government 
or home rule is taken from the cities. The control of the 
police is turned over to State boards, or the Governor. 
The important matter of excise regulation is placed in 
the hands of narrow-minded, bigoted, intolerant rural 
censors. Restrictive, sumptuary laws of all kinds are 
passed, restraining the liberties of the people in the cities. 
This situation is proving so offensive that it is becoming 
unbearable, and any number of large cities are discussing 
methods of relief, even to the extent of secession from the 
State. 

The question of taxation has been a paramount issue 
since the dawn of time. It has caused more bloody wars 
than even religion. It was the cause of the withdrawal 
of the thirteen American colonies from Great Britain. 
The rural domineering over the great urban population 
is particularly offensive, because of the fact that the great 
cities, although overwhelmed in numbers by the more 
numerous rural population, pay in proportion to the num- 
bers by far the greater portion of the taxes. 

Some people may say that this question does not par- 
ticularly interest musicians. None more so. The restrict- 
tive legislation adopted by the State Legislatures in the 
governing of large cities affects musicians just as much 
if not more than any other class of people. 

The early closing laws so prevalent all over the coun- 
try curtail the employment of musicians. 

Returning to the question of taxation, Reedy’s “Mir- 
ror,’ of St.- Louis, publishes an article that covers the 
point superbly. Here it is: 


MISSOURI’S ROTTEN TAX SYSTEM. 

.No wonder the “honest farmers” of Missouri don’t want any 
use of the initiative to bring about any change in the system of 
taxation in this State. Senator Wallace Greene, of Kansas City, 
told us why in a speech to the State Senate the other day. I 
find the nub of his remarks in an editorial of the Post-Dispatch: 

“The centralized fact in Mr. Greene’s address was that St. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph assessments constitute 40 
per cent of the total assessment in this State of rich agricultural, 
mining and manufacturing territory. Including direct and in- 
direct taxes the three cities contribute 60 per cent of all State 
revenues. 

“But there were other centralized facts. One of them is that 
a large part of the revenue to which the three cities contribute 
60 per cent goes to the maintenance of State institutions from 
which, for various reasons, the cities derive small use. 

“The cities pay all the expense of caring for their insane and 
their delinquents of various sorts in institutions of their own 
and in addition pay 60 per cent of the cost of institutions for the 
benefit of the rest of the State. Even the State Normal schools 
for whose support the cities supply 60 per cent of the revenue, 
do not, Mr. Greene declared, turn out graduates with the right 
equipment for service in city schools. The cities have to main- 
tain their own normal schools. 

“Senator Yancey’s admission as to Cooper County, that farm 
land worth from $50 to $200 an acre, is assessed only at from $15 
to $20 an acre, is typical of taxation methods in practically all 
other interior counties. Taxing officers are elected on a pledge 
specified or implied, to keep taxes in their jurisdiction lower than 
in other jurisdictions. Political units through officials sworn to 
uphold the law engage in dodging taxes on a wholesale scale 
by shifting them to other units. Is it any wonder that individual 
citizens, under authority of official example, practice similar 
tax-dodging fraud?” 

The “honest farmers” of Missouri are the beneficiaries of a 
dishonest method of assessment. Their plan results in the pil- 
ing up of taxes upon the fruits of industry everywhere, in dis- 
couraging rather than encouraging production. Their plan is 
responsible for the growth of tenant farming in the State. Their 
plan puts burdens upon business in all the cities. It helps to 
retard the commercial progress of the cities. And then the 
honest farmers want to send city folks to bed with the chickens, 
to cut off their pleasures and restrict their refreshment. They 
deny us home rule in taxation, in excise, in police, in everything 
possible. City folks are of no use except to be taxed. Business 
exists only to be soaked on every occasion and in every pos- 
sible way, while the farmer goes almost tax-free. And so busi- 
ness is kept out of the State. This grand old State doesn’t want 
any business. It goes ahead with its tax-fest driving away 
everything that should be invited here. 

There is only too good reason for my suggestion some 
weeks ago that St. Louis should secede from Missouri and join 
Illinois or the city should set up as a State. Kansas City and 
St. Joseph have equally good reasons for a desire to escape from 
the tyranny of the “honest farmers” of Missouri. If the cities 
amount to anything, it is in spite of rather than because o¢ 
Misosuri, and if Missouri is far below her natural rank in the 
roster of States it is because of the tax system that discourages 
production. : 

Missouri’s tax system is dishonest. It plays favorites among 
the people. It corrupts politics. It checks progress. And if 
Wallace Greene or any one else were to go out into the State 
and preach the truth—he would be rotten-egged or threatened 
with lynching as were the Single Taxers in 1912. 
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A SOUTHERN TRIP. 








In the latter part of March, Secretary Owen Miller 
paid a visit to Nashville and Birmingham. A meeting 
of Local No. 257, of Nashville, was held on Sunday, 
March 22, and much important business disposed of, and 
the Local started on a more aggressive policy in the 
matter of picture shows and machine music. President 
C. F. Davis, Secretary H. J. Kilbourne, and former Dele- 
gate Rudolph Moehl, acting as a committee representing 





the Local, took charge of Secretary Miller, and the cour- 
tesies extended, exceeded the well-known Southern hos- 
pitality. On Monday, the 23d, Birmingham was visited. 
An interesting meeting of the local Executive Board, with 
Secretary Miller present, was held, and many important 
matters disposed of. 

Birmingham is in good shape. President Frank 
Arrico and Secretary M. D. Friedman took care of Sec- 
retary Miller while in the jurisdiction, and it was some 
“care.” President Arrico was elected delegate to the 
San Francisco convention. The last time Secretary Miller 
was in Birmingham he was a delegate to the convention 
of the A. F. of L, November, 1891. With the assistance 
of C. M. Currier, who was also a delegate, the musicians 
of Birmingham were organized as Local No. 52, of the 
National League of Musicians. In 1894, the president of 
No. 52 was Frank Arrico, and the secretary, M. D. Fried- 
man, same as now. 
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EXPAND. 








In view of the fact that the A. F. of M. has outgrown 
the limits of a benefit association, expanding by its own 
force into a huge business organization controlling the or- 
chestral situation in this country and handling only the 
business as it is brought before it by the individual mem- 
bers without making an effort to go after or create new 
business in any way whatever. It has occurred to me 
that we could alter this procedure effectually and see that 
every civic centre of five thousand or more should have 
in its employ a concert organization far superior to that 
furnished by the ordinary and expensive course of the 
lyceum bureau. 

As every large city has the Symphony Orchestra, sup- 
ported at a great loss, but considered a necessity, so 
should every community have its concert organization of 
three or more musicians playing weekly concerts of not 
necessarily heavy music, but music that is light and good. 

In order to do this we will have to do as the great 
business houses do—spend money in order to get the 
business; get in touch with those who are influential in 
the places we wish to place a concert organization (every 
community worth while has its music club), call a meet- 
ing of the general public for the purpose of giving them 
a concert, or rather a sample of what we wish them to 
have in their community followed by a talk explaining 
and submitting a proposition to them. 

Of course, we would meet, with failure in a way at 
first, but by constant and earnest effort we will finally 
succeed and once we would get a foothold I am inclined 
to believe it will be easy sailing. 

For $5,000 a community can have three musicians one 
year playing a stipulated number of concerts with an al- 
lowance of two concerts per week, to be disposed of at 
the discretion of the community manager, such as supply- 
ing the nearby towns with concerts at a comparatively 
low cost and charging a low entrance fee. All concerts 
‘layed under the management and in the community with 
whom the contract is made should be free; not that the 
doors be opened to let the people crowd in, but issue tick- 
ets, and in that way assure a comfortable evening for all 
concerned. 

Larger towns can take more musicians and get better 
results accordingly. The result of this plan is easy to see. 
It would take many fine musicians from the city dance 
halls. It would raise the standing of musicians musically, 
morally and financially. 

The musical understanding of the country at large. 
would be benefitted a thousand-fold. 

It would stop the employment of musicians at beg- 
garly wages by lyceum bureaus. 

It would furnish resident teachers of a high calibre to 
each community on as many different instruments as 
there would be musicians employed. 

There would be no State Government heads wishing 
to take country fiddling bands to world’s fairs. 

It would place our men in positions where they could 
command the respect and esteem of the country at large 
and give our men an irresistable incentive to work to- 
ward a high state of proficiency and self respect. 

There is much more that can be said in favor of this 
movement and I believe there is a remedy for every ob- 
jection that could be offered. 

We have everything in our favor and the congestion 
of musicians in the cities must be relieved. Why not try 
it with our organization of seventy thousand members 
and make it go.

Local No. 466, of El Paso, Texas, is getting busy in 
the matter of military competition, and there is plenty of 
it there. The matter was brought up in the Central 
Body. The El Paso Herald reports the proceedings as 
follows: 

The Central Union also drafted a strong protest to the War 
Department and to the commanding officers at Fort Bliss 
against the competition of army musicians with local union 
musicians. The members of the musicians’ union claim that 
this is “unfair” competition since the War Department has 
ruled that no army bands may compete with civilian bands at 
the posts where they are stationed. A committee composed of 
E. D. Skinner, of the Cooks’ and Waiters’ Union; C. H. Smith, 


of the Automobile Drivers’ Union, and H. E. Van Surdam, of 
the Musicians’ Union, will prepare the protest for filing at 
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THE SAN FRANCISCO CONVENTION. 


Even without the additional attraction of the Panama 
Exposition, there is no reason why this convention should 
not be a record-breaker. 

Between the Missisippi River and the Rocky Moun- 
tains there are 111 Locals of the A. F. of M. In the Inter- 
Mountain States there are 29 Locals, and between the 
Rockies and the Pacific Ocean there are 67 Locals. We 
may include in this 20 Canadian Locals west of Winni- 
peg, making a total of 217 Locals ‘entitled to 254 dele- 
gates within a reasonable distance of the convention city. 
East of the Mississippi River there are 483 Locals, in- 
cluding the Canadian Locals east of Winnipeg. 

The largest convention held previous to the Des 
Moines convention of last year was the St. Louis conven- 
tion of 1908. The Federation had then on its roster 481 
Locals. Two hundred and one delegates representing 
144 Locals attended that convention. The 483 Locals 
east of the Mississippi River will undoubtedly send the 
usual proportion of delegates, regardless of the distance. 
If, therefore, the Locals nearest the convention city will 
interest themselves, as they surely ought to, and send a 
fair proportion of the 254 delegates they are entitled to, 
thre will be no question as to the success of the conven- 
tion, as far as representation is concerned. With 700 
Locals to draw from, the attraction of the Panama Ex- 
position, and last but by no means least, the very im- 
portant matters that will come up in this convention 
should make extra exertions to be represented. 

The railroad companies have made most reasonable 
rates and have offered most liberal lay-offs, and oppor- 
tunities to see the beauties of the West.

In 1720 was passed “An act for regulating the jour- 
neymen tailors within the bills of morality.” This act 
declared all agreements between journeymen tailors for 
advancing their wages or for lessening their hours of 
work to be null and void, and subjected persons entering 
into any such agreement to be imprisoned with or with- 
out hard labor for two months. The hours of work were 
to be from 6:00 a. m. to 8:00 p. m., less an hour for din- 
ner and one-half penny a day for breakkfast. The wages 
were to be any sum not exceeding two shillings a day 
from March 25th to June 24th, and for the rest of the 
year not exceeding one shilling and eight pence.

Given an inspiration, real musicians know no bounds to effort, 
and the inspiration the night of the concert was the thought that 
the beginning of a home for musicians would be the result of a suc- 
cessful concert. And although Arthur Pryor was a part of the 
success, a big tribute was paid to one of the members of the band, 
as a composer, conductor and soloist, Antonio Celfo, whose march, 
“Our National President,” written specially for this concert and 
dedicated to the President of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians, Frank Carothers, was given such tumultuous applause that it 
had to be repeated. Mr. Celfo conducted his own composition. He 
was also so effective on his piccolo solo, “Sunrise in the Forest,” 
also his composition, that he was recalled, and gave as an encore 
Damare’s “La Merle Blanc.” 

Mrs. A. Julian Brylawski’s contralto solos, “Sunset” of Buck, and 
“Mammy’s Song,” by Ware; and later the soprano solos, “One

MACHINE TO BLOW FOR BRASS 
PLAYER. 


The Detroit Free Press says: “The 
time-seems near at hand when orches-’ 
tra players of wind instruments, both 
brass and wood, will not use their 
lungs at all, but will pump air through 
their lips by mechanical means. The 
aerophor, so called, is bringing about 
this revolution. It is a tragic fact 
that modern music makes such de- 
mands upon players of wind: instru- 
ments that their career of usefulness 
under present conditions is very short. 
In a comparatively few years they 
lose their embouchure. This new 
method of ‘artificial breathing’ is go- 
ing to be a vast help to them. 

“The device is a very simple one, 
consisting of a bellows worked by the 
foot or under the arm, which forces 
the air through a vessel of water 





heated by an electric lamp to the tem- 
perature of breath and thence through 


'a rubber tube into the mouth, through 


one and sometimes two mouthpieces. 
All the player of the instrument need 
do, whether he is playing the tuba or 
the flute or the oboe, is to maintain 
this current of air and to use the 
proper embouchure. 

“For several years Mr. Matterstig, 
the contrabass tuba of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, has been using 
this ingenious contrivance. It enables 
him to play a phrase as flowing and 
as continuous as can be played on the 
double bass viol. Mr. Jaenicke, one 
of the first horns of the orchestra, has 
experimented with the device with 
much success, and Mr. Longy, the 
celebrated oboeist, has spent much 
time experimenting with it. There 
are certain passages in Wagner's 
operas, in Richard Strauss’ works, in
